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WORLD  C .ARRET  WOOL  PROSPECTS 
April  1931 

Summary 

Carpet  wool  shared  the  improvement  in  the  general  wool  situation  during 
February  and  Larch.  While  the  domestic  demand  was  not  great,  it  was  fairly 
steady  and  prices  moved  upward  for  the  first  time  in  more  than  a year.  Report- 
ed consumption  in  the  United  States  in  February,  1931  was  2.6  million  pounds 
greater  then  in  January  and  0.6  million  pounds  greater  than  in  February,  1930. 
Machinery  activity  increased  sharply -in  February  but  was  still  below  that  of 
any  period  between  May,  1921  and  1930.  Imports  for  the  first  two  months  of 
1931  were  below  those  for  the’  same  months  of  1930. 

The  market  was  exceedingly  strong  at  the  East  India,  sails  at  Liverpool 
the  first  week  of  March.  Prices  on  the  opening  day  showed  an  advance  of  It 
to  10  per  cent  ever  the  close  of  the  previous  series  while  the  second  day 
showed  a further  advance  of  5’  per  cent  and  prices  were  very  firm  at  the  close 
on  March  5.  This  series  established  the  first  improvement  in  the  market  for 
many  months  aid  the  greatest  advance  in  values  for  some  years.  • ■ 

Stocks  of  wool  in  China  were  greatly  reduced  by  large  exports  from 
that  country  in  March.  Early  in  April  stocks  in  Tientsin  were  estimated  at 
3,000,000  pounds  while  an  additional  1.5  million  pounds  were  reported  along- 
side railways  at  interior  points.  Prices  of  Sining  wool  increased  during 
March.  The  beginning  of  April  Sining  wool  in  the  grease  was  quoted  at  12 
to  12-J  cents  a pound  c.i.f.  Hew  York  and  Philadelphia. 

Prices  strengthen  at  Boston 

Prices  on  the  Boston  market  were  very  firm  for  most  typos  of  carpet 
wool  the  beginning  of  April-,  1931  and-  were  one  to  three  cents  a pound  above 
the  low  point  reached  early  in  February.  Bidding  was  active  and  i'rir  sized 
quantities  of  spot  wool  were  being  taken  by  manufacturers,  '^ne  recent 
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strengthening  in  the  market  has  been  the  first  pronounced  upward  movement 
in  more  than  a year  end  prices  for  most  wools  in  March,  1S31  were  still 
more  then  40  per  cent  below  those  for  March,  1930.  The  greatest  declines 
were  in  China.  17o.  1 billowed,  Mongolian  Urga  and  Awassi  Earadi  which  were 
47  to  50  per  cent  below  prices  in  March,  1930.  Aleppo  'and  Scotch  Blackface 
were  42  per  cent  lower  , Angora,  27  per  cent  lower  and  Vicanere  and  Jorias 
7 and  14  per  cent  lower  respectively .

Imports  into  United  States  in  1950  smallest  since  1990 

Imports  of  carpet  wool  into  the  United  States  for  the  first  two  montns 
of  1931  amounted  to  only  15,914,000  pounds  compared  with  26,342,090  pounds 
imported  in  January  -and  February,  1930.  Only  93,000,000  pounds  of  carpet  wool 
Were  imported  in  1950  compared  with  175,000,000  in  1929.  The  1930  imports 
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of  carpet  wool  were  the  smallest  yearly  imports  since  1920.  Imports 
from  the  United  Kingdom  in  1930  were  only  42  per  cent  as  large  as  the 
1929  imports,  and  those  from  China  were  only  59  per  cent  as  great  as 
in  1929.  Argentina  has  "become  in  recent  years  a much  more  important 
source  of  supply  than  formerly  and  imports  from  this  country  in  1930 
were  only  8 per  cent  less  than  in  1929,  and  were  almost  twice  as  large 
as  the  average  imports  for  the  five  year  period  1925-1929.

Machinery  activity  improves 

Activity  in  the  carpet  and.  rug  looms  section  of  the  United  States 
wool  industry,  expressed  as  a percentage  of  maximum  single  shift  capacity, 
increased  from  22  per  cent  in  January  to  39  per  cent  in  February,  1931 
according  to  figures  made  public  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  This  is 
the  largest  monthly  increase  since  1922  but  activity  is  far  belo w normal 
and  with  the  exception  of  1930  is  still  lower  than  for  any  time  since 
1921.  The  average  percentage  of  activity  in  February  for  the  10-year 
period  1921-1930  was  67  per  cent.  The  number  of  carpet  looms  reported 
for  February,  1931  was  9,843  of  which  4,054  or  41.2  per  cent  were  in  opera- 
tion for  some  part  of  the  month  and  5,789  were  idle  throughout  the  month.

Consumption  improves  in  February 


Consumption  of  carpet  wool  reported  by  manufacturers  in  February, 

1931  was  9,355,000  pounds  compared  with  6,744,000-  pounds  reported  for 
January  and'  3,786,000  pounds  in  February,  1930,  and  was  the  largest  monthly 
consumption  reported  since  Anril,  1930.  The  consumption  of  carpet  wool 
was  fa.r  below  normal  .during  all  of  1930.  Only  84,862,000  pounds  were 
reported  consumed  by  United  States  manufacturers  during  the  year  compared 
with  155,103,000  pounds  in  1929  and  an  average  of  134,337,000  pounds 
annually  from  1925  to  1929.

Chinese  wools 

The  price  of  Sining  wool'  which  was  quoted  at  11-g-  cents  a pound  in  the 
grease  the  beginning  of  March  advanced  to  13  cents  a pound,  during  the  month 
but  early  in  April  this  wool  was  quoted  at  12  to  12\  cents  a pound  c.i.f. 

New  York  and  Philadelphia.  Prices  of  carpet  wool  have  declined  rapidly  in- 
China  during  the  past  year.  The  price  of  Sining  wool  in  March,  1930  was 
about ■ 20  cents  a pound  c.i.f.  Atlantic  Coast  ports. 

Exports  from  Tientsin  during  March,  1931  were  reported  to  have  been 
larger  than  for  any  month  since  December,  1928,  total  shipments  to  all 
countries  being  about.  5 ,,000,000  pounds.  The  heavy  March  shipments  and  the 
approaching  close  of  the  1930-31  North  China  wool  marketing  season  have 
resulted  in  a large  reduction  in  stocks  of  wool  In  China.  Stocks  in  Tientsin 
the  beginning  of  April,  1931  were  estimated  at  3,00.0^000  pounds,  a decline 
of  1.,  000 ,000  pounds  since  early  March,  while  1.5  million  pounds  were 
reported  along  side  railways  at  interior  points.  At  the  beginning  of  March 
about  5rr  million  pounds  were  said  to  be  held  at  interior  railway  points. 

No  estimates  are  available  concerning  stocks  in  remote  parts  of  the  interior 
away  from  railways. 


East  Indian  wool  auctions 
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The  second  series  of  East  Indian  wool . auctions  for  1931  was  held 
at  Liverpool  ".from" March'  3 lo" '5. ' Competition  was  keen . and  a marked 
improvement  i;n  sentiment  was  ' noticeahle  from  the  beginning  of  the  series. 
According  to  the  report  of  the  Liverpool  Wool  Brokers  Association  prices 
advanced  almost  hourly',/' especially  on  Jor.ia  whites  and' .continental 
yellows  and  the  sales  Closed  with  a very  firm  tone  and  prices  well;  above 
those  at  the  opening.  : ■ 

The  improvement  in  prices  at1  the  March  series'  was  the  first,  upward 
turn  in  prices  for  more  than  a year.  During  1930  prices  fell  at  .every 
series  and  in  March,  1931  the  average  price  of  six  numbers  was  37;  per 
cent  below  the  March,  1930.  series.  Declines  on  these  wools  ranged  from 
29  per  cent  in  the  case  of  superior  yellow  Vicanere  to  45  per  cent.  for. 
superior  white  Vicanere,  according  to  quotations  published  by  the.-  Liver- 
pool Wool  Brokers  Association.  : 

At  the:  March,  1931  series  there  was  a good  selection  of  wool.  of. 
all  classes  with  yellows  the  predominant  feature.  Joria  whites  were, 
well  represent ed.  but  superior  white  Vicaneres  were  very  scarce.  Kan-  . 
dahar , Bibruk  and  Harnai  descriptions  were  in,  fair  supply.  There-,  was 
a large  offering  from  Bes.Wsr  and  a moderate  selection  of  greys.  Good  . 
blacks  were  scarce.  The  quantity  available  for  the  March  sale  was.  . . . 
14,640  bales,;  the  largest  amount  offered  since  the  September  series  in 

1930  but  considerably  below  the  normal  offerings.  The  final  catalog 
contained  14,494  bales  of  wool  and' 49  bales'  of  goat  hair  of’ which 
13,463  bales  of  wool  and  the  entire  offering  of  goat  hair  vrere  so-l.d».  . 
Thi  s was  a better  disposal-,  than  obtained  at  any  scries  duping  1930,.. 
Although  tota;l  offerings  in  1930  were  only  147,138  bales  compared  with 
an  average  of  181,127  bales  cataloged  annually  from  1925  to  1929,  only 
99,289  bales  or  67  per  cent  of  the  offerings  were  sold  in  1930.  Average 
disposals  for  the  five  years  1925-1929  were  148,988  bales  or  82  per 
cent  of  the  average  offerings  for  that  period. 

The  attendance  of  British  and  continental  buyers  at  the  ^arch, 

1931  series  was  larger  than  for  many  months  and  purchases  on  their  part 
were  .also  larger.  Amorican  purchases  remained  small,  however,  and  were 
chiefly  confined  to  the  medium  grades® 

The  United  Kingdom,  Continent  and  the  United  States  all  took 
much  smaller  quantities  of  wool  in  1930  than  their  average  purchases 
during  1925-1929.  United  Kingdom  buyers  purchases  66,164. bales  com- 
pared with  a yearly  average  of  78,481  bales  from  1925  to  1929 .while 
continental  buyers  purchased  17,700  bales  in  19.30  compared. with  the 
average,  of  22,689  bales  for  the  preceding  five  years.  The  United  States 
took  only  15,425  bales  in  1930  compared  with  the  yearly  average  of 
47,817  from  1925  to  1929..
